_ BCC Picks A New

Sigmund A. Smith, 38, of the State University 
College at Buffalo seems to be the end of a very 
long search to replace former B.C.C. president 
Cecil Tyrell. The only remaining task is to see 
that the nominee is approved by the State 
University Board of Trustees. It seems almost 
erademic that Smith will win speedy approval. 


At present, Dr. Smith (holding a Ph D in 
Mathematics) is Vice-President for 
Administration at Buffalo. He is renowned in the 
academic community for having written a large 
number of math textbooks, especially at the high 
school level. According to informed sources, at 
least one of these has sold over two million 
copies. 


To supplement his rather rigorous approach to 
the academic community, Dr. Smith is also the 
father of two children, Todd and Debbie. His 
wife, Priscilla, is formerly of Newark Valley. 

Mrs. § Smith ‘holds a Master’s degree in Music, 
~ and has done some teaching, also. 


Before assuming the job of a vice-president at 
Buffalo, Dr. Smith had been a Math Professor, 
and the chairman of the Mathematics and 
Science Department at the college. In 1969 he 
was offered the vice-presidency, and he 
accepted. This is apparently where the phrase 
“Grassroots Administrator” came from. 


Elimination 


A selection committee, consisting -of five 
members of the B.C.C. faeulty and 
administration chose Dr. Smith from a field of 
327 applicants. The field was narrowed down 
repeatedly by a process of eliminating the people 
who were less qualified (in very precise terms, 
indeed), until the remaining group.consisted of 
only three. From here, each of the remaining 
candidates could expect, or might be surprised 
by, the visit of the selection committee. This 
move was not only by the selection committee as 
a group, but each, as individuals, were fair game 
to drop in. 


In questioning informed sources, this reporter 
found the choice of Dr. Smith to have been 
unanimous. The most common thing that came 
up was the mention of a certain ‘‘methodical 
logic’”’ in the decision-making process. It is to be 
concluded that this adds to another major trait 
that the candidate possessed — the ability to 
keep cool under pressure.

It was also commented that Dr. Smith, in the 
one visit that he made to our campus earlier this 
year, exhibited an honest interest in the young 
people that were around him. It seems that he 
‘snuck off’’ to the student union and flagged 
several students down to have some honest ‘‘bull 
shooting” sessions. The occasion that this should 
happen is not thought to be unusual to those who 
have met the candidate. The good doctor 
appears to be almost endlessly energetic. There 
is a story that reached this reporter’s ears that 
relates to him having showed up at the student 
union in Buffalo at 3 o’clock in the morning to see 
some people who had been fixing some 
plumbing. Certain informed sources describe 
him as being ‘“‘very visible’’. In effect, he is all 
over the place, always engaged, sometimes even 
pleasantly unpredictable.

There is yet another dimension to this 
apparently fascinating man. As well as having 
indulged in the pursuits of the academe with 
considerable energy and force, the prospective 
president has also engaged in sports. Coach 
Baldwin will be happy to know that at one time 
Dr. Smith coached basketball (take a few tips 
from the academe, Dick?) 

Away from the lighter side, Dr. Smith is  - 
insistent, in fact expects, a high level of 
competence from his staff (top to bottom.) He is 
described as: highly efficient, calculated, cool, 
honestly concerned, and in his own right, 
entirely fair. This lends to the suspicion that the 
complaint about- ‘‘special favors’’ (whatever 
that means) may lose some poignancy. To 
mention another pressing problem, informed 
sources believe that the hassle everyone has to 
contend with— the campus bookstore — stands a 
chance of improvement. 

More investigation reveals that a man who is 
supposed to replace Cecil Tyrell is quite strong 
in all of the following: public image, knowledge 
of the regional and expanded political scenes, 
and public speaking. He also possesses 
experience in contract negotiations, and has an 
excellent record, both here and-in Buffalo, in the 
establishment of connections with students, 
faculty, ‘and service staff.

Billy Graham and William F. Buckley Jr., 
there are those who are less than 
enchanted by the re-election of Richard Nixon. 
“Four more years’’, as the slogan went, are now 
inevitable, barring some unforeseen stroke of 
good fortune. While it is true that there was little 
choice in the election it is surprising that 
America so overwhelmingly opted for continuing 
to receive the proverbial shaft. Although George 
McGovern was hardly a candidate to make the 
average citizen ecstatic, he is at least not 


Having taken the plunge, what can America 
expect for the next few years? Regardless of who 
occupies the White House, we can be sure that 
the growth of bureaucracy and the strengthening 
of socialism are inevitable. Other predictions 
can also be made on the basis of Nixon’s record. 
More war is likely. Whether we continue in Viet 
Nam on one level or another, or whether we 
engage in armed conflict in some other part of 
the world, it seems doubtful that our man in 
Washington would care to disappoint his good 
friends and backers in the military and in 
industry. Remember that Nixon was in on the 
ground floor of the Viet Nam fiasco while Vice 
President under that venerable hero Ike, the 
political general. He also has had another four 
years of his own to play Commander-in-chief and 
has evidently grown quite fond of the feeling of 
power. During his administration Viet Nam has 
been bombed, shelled, defoliated, gassed, 
propagandized, and bombed again more than 
any other area its size in history. Just one day 
after Nixon’s reelection, a Press news story 
reported the heaviest bombing of North Viet 
Nam to date. All this from the man who said that 
a President who can’t make peace in four years 
should not be given a second chance. Whether or 
not the fabled ‘‘peace is just around the corner” 
rumors are true, it would seem unusual for 
Richard Nixon not to be involved in a war 
somewhere. Those who are dismayed at the 
apparent foot-dragging in the peace talks,-allege 
that Laos and Cambodia may be our next 
battlefield, while saying that only Israel’s 
dogged independence has kept us out of full-scale 
involvement in the Middle East. 

Itis quite probable that an increase in political 
corruption is in store for Nixon’s subjects. In 
light of the recent revelations of Republican 
campaign practices (the assorted charges of foul 
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play have yet to be adequately refuted), it could 
be assumed that when Spiro Agnew makes his 
presidential bed, the apparatus will be quite 
skilled in the fine arts of espionage and smear 
campaigning. The Watergate debacle, as well as 
the discrediting of Muskie, and the other 
assorted dubious techniques used to embarass 
the Democratic party would’ve done credit to 
Hitler’s Gestapo. 

Big business can anticipate much prosperity. 
Jack Anderson, alone, cannot defeat the 
combined forces of I.T.T. and the Justice 
Department, nor can naked law, without 
support, decrease industry’s financial control of 
campaigning. The wage-price controls have 
been quite effective in freezing wages while 

~ prices, in many cases continue to rise. This 
situation is terrific for corporations, but rough 
on the people who pay the bills, as any wage 
earner can testify. ; 

Finally, the odor of dishonesty that many 
associate with this administration is likely to 
remain. Words which may be borne solely of a 
feeling for political expediency may be justified 
as proper by those whose profit due to the 
political process is great, but others, perhaps 
idealistically, contend that anything which some 
term a “credibility gap’’, others call blatant lies, 
and the lies that some feel have been told to the 
public will continue to erode confidence in the 
government. In this context, the Viet Nam “‘lies’”’ 
lead the list, followed by ‘‘lies”’ concerning 
politics, social reform, defense, inflation and 
liberty. One may be tempted to rename Nixon, 
“Richard the Lying Hearted’’, although, to be 
sure, there are many who readily accept as 
gospel the words_of the ruler. 

In general, it looks to be a dismal four years 
and one can’t help but sympathize with 
Binghamton’s quixotic Tom Hanafin, who, 
before the election, took over the Republican 
headquarters on Court Street armed with a B.B. 
gun. Hanafin’s gesture, though futile, well 
expresses the despair of those who see Richard 
Nixon as the threat of liberty that he may well 
be. There will likely come a time when the Tom 
Hanafins of America will turn from Daisy to, 
say, Winchester for their means of registering 

- their displeasure. Their courage is often great, 
as is their conviction. And if the change is made, 

the Richard Nixons of our country will most 

likely suffer first and most.

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Business Building Opens

With the start of the winter 
term, the new $1.5 million 
business building opened its 
doors to students and faculty. 
The three level structure, which 
was originally supposed to be a 
wing on the mechanical building, 
is now the home of the business 
and secretarial departments, 
their administrative staffs and 34 
faculty members. 

Located in the center of the 
campus, the “‘B”’ building breaks 
the large quadrangle into two 
smaller ones. The exterior was 
designed to blend in with the 
styles of the original buildings 
along with the outer features of 
the student union building 
addition and the library. 


Functional 


The building is quite possibly 
the most functional on campus. It 
offers one new video taping room 
with a built-in stage, a 68 seat 
ampitheatre type room, 5 office 
arts labs, a student study lounge 
and a faculty lounge. There are 
twelve new classrooms, six with 
built-in screens and wall-to-wall 
sliding blackboards, and 17 
faculty offices. 


Decor 


The decor of the new building 
breaks away from the traditional 
drab colors of other buildings. 
Chuck Adams, a student at the 
Frank Lloyd Wright School of 
Architecture, designed the color 


scheme for the rooms. Classroom 
walls of bright orange, 
flourescent green and deep 
purple, along witha hallway done 
in dark blue, floor-to-ceiling 
bulletin board material are the 
norm throughout the building. 


Windows 


While the absence of windows 
is quite apparent from the 
outside of the building, it is not as 
apparent once inside. The size 
and colors of the larger rooms 
distract from the absence of 
windows. In rooms which do have 
windows, the windows are 5 feet 
above the floor as to allow light 
in, but not cause outside 
disturbances to distract students. 
In the special classrooms, the 
atmosphere is of a much closer 
nature to allow for the 
concentration needed in a 
seminar. 


Features 


Several hidden features have 
been built into the new building, 
according to Dean Harvey Roehl, 
Dean of Administration. These 
include an electified floor, which 
allows for the addition of 
electrical outlets in any room and 
a new lock system where any 
lock can be changed at a 
moments notice. Each room in 
the building is independently 
controlled for heating and air 
conditioning, along with rheostat 


lighting in several rooms. Also, a 
loading dock has been located in 
the air cooling tower of the 
business building. This contains 
an elevator which descends into 
the basement of the new building. 
Hopefully, this added 
convenience will curtail the 
necessity of delivery trucks 
driving on the quad. 


At the present time, there are 
no classroom facilities in the 
basement of the “‘B’’ building, 
and no immediate plans have 
been made for the use of this 
space. It.is completely empty 
now, but can be made into the 
same floor plan as either the first 
or second floors, or into a 
possible third floor plan. 
Inevitably the space will be 
needed, and it will be used for 
storage until that time comes. 


’ Due to poor weather conditions 
this fall, and the labor strike this 
past summer, landscaping and 
the planting of trees and shrubs 
around the building was 
impossible. However, extensive 
plans for planting and 
landscaping are being made for 
this spring. 

The business building itself 
meets all Federal standards for 
the handicapped, including an 
elevator, and it is being partially 
financed by Federal funds to 
cover 85 percent of the bond 
interest in excess of 3 percent. 
The rest of the financing is 
shared equally by Broome 
County, the college’s sponsor, 
and New York State. 


Narcotics Council: We Care’

ArchStreet in Johnson City is a 
normal little street at first 
glance. One of the houses is far 
from normal. At 24 Arch Street, a 
large wooden sign tells all 
passers-by that Broome County 
Narcotics Guidance Council 
resides inside. The sign also tells 
another important part of the 
Drug Center, ‘‘We Care’. 

On April 1, 1971, Broome 
County NGC opened their doors 
for the first time. The Center was 
housed in one room of the old St. 
Mary’s rectory on Hawley Street. 
On that day there were two part- 
time secretaries, Ron Gaetano, 
and about 10 volunteers. Monday 
and Friday night_ training 
sessions. were started 
immediately, mainly because the 
people who were answering the 
two phones didn’t know that 
much about drugs. 

By. the beginning of the 
summer the number _ of 
volunteers had reached about 75 
people. A counseling staff was 
being put together and a small 
staff of professionals was at the 
Center’s disposal. That one room 
on Hawley Street was getting 
very crowded. 

By the first of September, The 
Drug Center on Hawley Street 
was closing its doors and moving 
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to 32 Arch Street, Johnson City. 
They moved into a six room 
house that Wilson Hospital owns. 
The Monday and Friday night 
training sessions were continued 
but now they were being held at

Wilson Hospital because of the 
large amount of people attending 
them. The house at 32 Arch Street 
was still too small so in 
December the Drug. Center 
moved next door to 24 Arch Street 
and that is where they are today. 
The house contains ten rooms 
and all of them are constantly in 
use. There are about 150 actively 
involved volunteers. These 
people are counselors, phone 
rappers, or people that go out 
into the community and give 
drug talks. The staff consists of 
four paid members and five 
unpaid members. The Drug 
Center receives an average of 65 
phone calls a day. 

Everyday there are 
community and school programs 
at which the staff members talk. 
To date, NGC has been in fifteen 
school districts and has spoken 
in every school in Broome 
County. These drug talks are 
given not only to the students but 
also the teachers. Recently in 
Steuben County, 675 teachers and 


counselors attended teacher-in- 
training session. These types of 
sessions have been given in 
Broome, Tioga, and Steuben 
County. The NGC went to 
Oneonta last May to lead a 
weekend of drug sessions and to 
help start an NGC in Oneonta. 
From the outside of the Arch 
Street Drug Center, everything 
looks peaceful. Once you walk 
inside the door it’s a _ totally 
different story. In the past few 
weeks, a_ great deal of 
remodeling has been going on so 
the sound of hammers and saws 
adds to the general confusion. 
Every person who enters the 
Drug Center is logged in the 
Visitors section of the log book. 
The other two sections of this 
large black book are Incoming 
and- Outgoing calls. All calls 
coming into or going out of the 
Center must be logged. Only first 
names are used and everything is 
confidential. About the only time 
you will experience total quiet at 
the Drug Center is when one of 
the phones rings. If it’s one of the 
staff or volunteers calling in, the 
activities will go on at a more 
hushed tone but if it’s a drug 
crisis call everyone at the Center 
becomes alerted and they spring 
into action. They are trained to 
deal with any type of drug and 
with every aspect of the drug 
world. -

Of ‘Strangers’

Book Store Mgr. Tells Of Problems 


Mr. Gary Finch 


(The following are answers by Mr. Gary B. 
Finch, BCC Campus Store Manager, to questions 
raised by Michael David Supa, News Editor for 
The Fulcrum. — ed.) - 


Q: Who is the head of the Bookstore? 

A: When you ask who is the head of the 
Bookstore, I assume you are referring to the 
person responsible for the daily operation of the 
Campus Store. This person is the Campus Store 
Manager. 


Q: Who is his immediate supervisor? 

A: The Campus Store Manager is responsible to 
the President of the BCC Faculty-Student 
Association. 


Q: What was the approximate profit last year, 
and where do these funds go? 

A: I cannot answer either of these questions. I 
would suggest you contact Mr. David Reynolds. 
He is the treasurer of the Faculty-Student 
Association and he should have that data. 


Q: What caused the shortage of books this term? 
The Liberal Arts area was the hardest hit, why 
was that? 

A: This will reqqire a lengthy explanation. 
However, anyone interested in the facts should 
consider the following very carefully! I will 
answer your question in two parts: 

First, what caused the shortage of books this 
fall? The answer is in many courses the quantity 
of books originally requested were not originally 
ordered. Reductions of original requests were 
made. In some cases the percent of reduction 
was too great, thus resulting in a shortage in 
some courses. The next question which might be 
raised is why are book requests reduced at all? 
This question requires a multiple part answer: 

1. Historically, not every book which is 
ordered for resale is actually purchased. On the 
surface it would seem that if 100 students were 
enrolled ina course and 100 copies were ordered, 
all 100 books would be sold! However, this is 
rarely the case. The used book market, 
communal buying and sharing, student 
withdrawal, and some faculty not stressing the 
- use of a required book are some of the more 
important reasons that account for overstocked 
books. 

2. You may ask, what is the problem with 
unsold books? Why not just return them to the 
publisher and receive your money back? Now we 
are touching on the crucial area that affects not 
only the Bookstore but also. you, the student.

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Within the past few years, the publishers have 
been imposing strict ‘return restrictions’. The 
normal restriction is usually a percent based on 
your previous year’s gross purchases. This 
percent ranges from 20 percent - 50 percent with 
most publishers. However, some allow 0 percent 
returns. The publishers, and understandably so, 
are doing this to protect themselves from 
economic disaster. Returns have increased so 
greatly in the past few years that the publishers 
have had to control the return of books to a great 
degree. No longer can unlimited quantities of 
overstocked. books be returned. 

3. What effect does this have on the Bookstore 
and the student? Obviously, there is now 
extreme pressure on the Bookstore operation. 
While being charged with the responsibility of 
supplying all the required textbooks on campus, 
the store finds that the pressures of the return 
limitations are making this an impossible task. 
A parallel tothis situation is tohandcuff a person 
and expect him to race Mark Spitz across the 
pool. Not only is it unlikely that he will win, 
chances are he may drown for his efforts! 

You the student are also obviously affected. 
When a reduction is too great, there is a resulting 
shortage of books. I realize as well as anyone 


. that it is very difficult to study without a text. 


However, we are both victims of the publisher’s 
policy. 

4. With all the talk on returns, the question 
may be asked, why return unsold books? 
Economically, no business can survive by 
‘freezing’ its operating capital in an unsaleable 


inventory. If we did not return our unsold © 


inventory, ina very short period of time the store 
would be bankrupt. If this happens, no one will 
have a book! 

I hope this will help you better understand the 

shortage problem and why book reductions are 
necessary. 
Secondly, in answer to your question: The 
Liberal Arts area was hardest hit, why was that? 
The Liberal Arts area has been traditionally the 
greatest contributor to the overstocked book 
situation. I wish to stress this next point. 
Reductions were not made with reckless 
abandon by the Bookstore Manager as a recent 
Fulcrum editorial implied. Last year I 
conducted an extensive study of the problem of 
overstocked textbooks. From my discussions 
with other managers, I discovered it was 
probably the most complete and extensive study 
ever attempted. The study was made on an 
individual title basis for each term. It revealed 
some very interesting facts concerning Liberal 
Arts. Liberal Arts accounted for 51 percent, 49 
percent, and 36 percent each term respectfully of 
the total overstock. However, what is more 
important is this fact: Original requests of L.A. 
books could have been reduced an average of 38 
percent for old, previously used texts and 30 
percent for a new text. These are the facts! 


One major reason why it seems L.A. was 
hardest hit is that L.A. is by far the largest group 
on campus in both courses offered and books 
requested. It would therefore stand to reason 
that a proportionate effect would be felt. The 
larger the quantities involved, both in actual 
numbers and different titles, naturally the 
greater chance for a shortage. Compare the total 
texts requested for L.A. which was 12,046 with 
the total college figure of 22,978. You can see that 
any reduction is going to have what would seem 
to be a greater effect than on an area with less 
courses and titles. 

There is another interesting point. A total of 
3,580 books were reduced from the~ original 
requested number for the entire campus. Still 
remaining, unsold, is an additional 3,079 copies. 
This means that totally, 6,659 books could have 
been reduced from the total originally 
requested! I feel this should help clarify your 
questions on the Liberal Arts area. 


Q: Have you proposed any safeguards to avoid 
this shortage situation in the future? 

A: In light of what I have just described in 
answering Question 4, what else ean be done?

The only way that reductions can be made is by 
making a comparative analysis of previous 
buying trends. This I will continue to do. 
However, I can make no guarantees that we will 
not experience shortages in the future! No one 


last spring, the subject of book reductions was 
brought up before the Bookstore Advisory 
Committee. It was voted unanimously that the 
Manager should reduce orders. 


Q: What are the possibilities of having a 
Bookstore similar to the one on the SUNY at 
Binghamton campus? 

A: I assume that you are referring to the 
additional merchandising aspect of the SUNY 
store. Frankly, it will be quite some time before 
we can expand our services! To expand services 
we must also expand our staff and more 
importantly our space. We have without a doubt 
the most inadequate space of any Campus Store 
of a comparable size campus in the state. No one 
is more aware of this than myself! I might add 
that last year I suggested that the X-building, in 
its entirety, would make an ideal temporary 
Campus Store until a new Physical Education 
plant is constructed and the present Student 


" Center’ could be renovated to include a larger 


Campus Store. The additional space would have 
allowed an expansion of services to all the 
students. However, when the Business Building 
is completed and the X-building is vacated, this 
area will become a recreational and activities 
area for the students. This reminds me of a 
rather appropo saying. It has something to do 
with having your cake and eating it too! No, until 
the student leaders can determine with some 
degree of consistency their priorities, the 
Campus Store caanot expand its services. 

In closing, it is refreshing to have a sincere 
concern and interest expressed in a problem 
area. I hope that my presentation of the facts 
will help you better understand the Campus 
Store operation.

Cinema Course Offered 


(CPS) — A liberal arts major 
in cinema studies that leads to a 
Bachelor of Fine Arts degree is 
now being offered by the School 
of the Arts of New York 
University. 

This is the first degree 
program in the country that will 
use film as its basis for study. 
“This is not a degree. in 
filmmaking,” emphasized Ted 
Perry, chairman of the 
department of cinema studies. 
“Tt is meant to use the motion 
pictures — its history, criticism, 
esthetics — as a means of 
focusing the realities of life today 
and to help us learn how to live.’’ 

The program ‘‘has_ been 
designed to permit students to 
study their world in terms of a 
major art form,” according to 
David J. Oppenheim, dean of the 
school. 


The basic idea behind this new 
form of study is that the cinema 
is a cross section of all the arts 
and humanities. A study of film 
requires an integrative 
understanddng of psychology, 
philosophy, history, literature, 
music, etc. The use of 
documentary film as a resource 
to deal with social studies is 
another aspect of the new 
curriculum. 

It is hoped that students will 
find the prospect of studying 
Sartre, Marx, and Marcuse 
through the films of Jean-Luc 
Godard an intriguing method. 
Proponents of the program feel 
that while our culture has been 
explored through novels, drama 
and poetry, we have long 
neglected cinema, television, and 
song which are becoming more 
dominant media everyday.

QUESTION: I am a 20 year old coed with a 
problem of sorts. Recently, while home from 
school, I took ill, My mother thinks that 
everytime someone in the house gets ill, they 
need a hot, soapy enema. The last time I argued 
violently, but to no avail. 

My roommate at school agrees with my 
mother, and my doctor said it may not be helpful 
but there isn’t much danger of any harm 
resulting. I contend that if an enema is a must, it 
should be neither hot nor soapy. 


ANSWER: The role of enemas in medicine has 
declined in importance compared to what it was 
earlier in the century. In years past when much 
less was known, many illnesses were attributed 
to the large intestine and its contents. There was 
a theory of illness based on the absorption of 
bacterial toxins from the large intestine, for 
instance. The anus, by providing such ready 
access to the ‘filth’? — containing intestines, 
became a favorite place to stick in things. Great 
imagination was shown in the diversity of enema 
solutions and means of administration. The best 
one I heard of was milk and molasses which may 
have been used more for its optimistic 
expectations of sweetness and wholesomeness 
than for its therapeutic efficacy. 

Little children almost invariably greet an 
enema with terror and link it with punishment. 
For your mother to persist in giving you an 
enema at age 20 is not justified on physiological 
grounds and it places you in an inappropriately 
infantile position. Rape is unhealthy no matter 
what form it takes. Gentle enemas are 
recommended by physicians in cases of severe 
constipation and before certain diagnostic or 
surgical procedures, but are rarely indicated 
otherwise. ;

QUESTION: During orgasm, a friend of mine 


passes considerable air from the vaginal 
opening with accompanying noises not unlike the 
ordinary passing of gas. While it is true that the 
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ENGAGEMENTS 


phenomenon is associated with some pattern of 
vaginal contractions, neither of us have 
encountered it in others. Would you comment on 
the cause and relative frequency of the 
occurrence among women? 

Answer: During sexual excitement ina woman, 
the inner two-thirds of the vagina tend to expand 
considerably in size, ballooning outward. Air can 
become trapped in the vagina with the inserted 
penis acting as a one-way valve. With the 
contractions of orgasm or any other increase in 
inter-vaginal pressure, the air can escape 
noisily. The occurrence of the phenomenon 
would be dependent upon the vigorousness with 
which intercourse is engaged in, the position 
assumed, the anatomy of the people involved, 
and auditory acuity. Be assured, there is no way 
that I can comment on the frequency of this 
occurrence. As with most other erotic 
phenomena, the fact that it can be explained on 
normal physiological grounds should be 
sufficiently reassuring, and the need for precise 
Statistical definition is gilding the lily.

QUESTION: Is there any danger of eating food 
which has been cooked over fires started with 
charcoal lighter or other lighting fluids, such as 
gasoline? 

ANSWER: A good charcoal lighter fluid would 
have the following properties: it would ignite 
slowly rather than suddenly and explosively; it 
would not burn with a high flame and smoke 
excessively; it would burn off rapidly and would 
not leave any residual odor. Gasoline is not an 


’ appropriate fluid to use to light charcoal fires. It 


is highly explosive and flares very highly. Liquid 
charcoal lighter fluids should not be added to a 
charcoal fire once the coals have been burning 
since there is a risk of the fluid catching fire and 
exploding backward into its container. The 
lighter fluid usually burns off completely before 
one begins to cook so there is no danger from it. 

An additional word of caution: charcoal fires 
produce tremendous amounts of carbon

monoxide and under no circumstances should 
they be used indoors. There have been a number 
of reported deaths from using charcoal fires 
indoors and quite a few of these have come from 
people using them in camper trailers where the 
enclosed space is small and toxic levels of 
carbon monoxide can build up within a few 
minutes.

QUESTION: I have read that when women are 
put on a weight lifting program, they do not 
develop muscularly as a man would because 
they have less testosterone. If a man took 
testosterone while on an exercise program, 
could he expect greater muscular development 
than if he simply exercised without the hormone 
supplement? 

ANSWER: Muscle shape appears dependent 
upon the presence or absence of testosterone, the 
male sex hormone. In the presence of 
testosterone, muscles tend to have the more 
rounded bulging - appearance that is 
characteristically seen among men. Weight 
lifting in particular tends to accentuate this type 
of muscle configuration in a man. The woman, 
on the other hand, can increase her muscle mass 
and still maintain the same smooth contour that 
weassociate with the feminine physique. It is not 
at all clear that the shape of a muscle is related 
to its useful strength. Women athletes develop 
tremendous strength and stamina without the 
apparent muscle mass of their male 
counterparts although men are typically 
stronger. 

While the administration of certain hormones 
in conjunction with an exercise program may 
increase the amount of muscular development, 
such practices are generally considered 
dangerous because of side effects of the 
hormones. Such hormones produce weight gain 
and there is no good evidence linking male 
hormones to increased performance. Superior 
athletic performance is highly dependent on 
coordination, metabolism and psychologic 
factors much more than it is on muscle strength.
